G ettysburg and Adams county 
churches are included in th * H arris­ 
burg driocese. 
Every day in Is ut i.- considered a 
fa*t. day, but there are Cows when 
a relaxation of th" rule is allowed. 
The rules and regulations covering 
the Lenten season, as issued by Bishop 
McDevitt, and which will continue in 
effect until noon on Holy Saturday, 
April 19, are as fellows: 
Every day in lx»nt, except Sunday, 
is a fast day, on which only one full 
meal is allowed. A relaxation of this 
law permits, 
n the morning, a cup 
of ten, coffee, or chocolate, and two 
ounces of bread, and, in the evening 
a partial meal not exceeding eight 
ounces. 
The full meal on a fast day is tak­ 
en usually at midday. 
For a suf-, 
ti (dent reason, it may hi* taken in the 
evening, and the partial meal at noon. 
By special dispensation, flesh meat 
is allowed to everybody at all the 
meals on Sundays and at th* princi­ 
pal

on 
Mondays, 
Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, except Em ­ 
ber Saturday 
(14 March) 
and 
the 
forenoon of Hol\’ Saturday (19 April). 
Meat 
forbidden to everybody on

March) 
and the 
forenoon 
of 
Holy

Eggs, butbw. cheese and milk are 
allowed evvry day.

Members of the Gettysburg 
Fire 
Company, 
preceding 
their 
regular 
monthly m eeting Wednesday night at 
the Engine House on East 
Middle 
street, were given a detailed demon­ 
stration of the Shafer prone pressure 
method of artificial respiration 
by 
Captain William G. Kieb, of Newark, 
New Jersey, who is working here un­ 
der the direction of the W ashington 
division of the American Red Cross. 
The method of resuscitation demon­ 
strated by Captain Kieb will be of 
value, local firemen say, in reviving 
persons overcome by gas or smoke in 
their homes, and will also be of great 
value in the case of any persons ap­ 
parently drowned 
while 
swimming 
during the coming summer season. 
As described by the Rod Cross de­ 
m onstrator, the method is simple, ac­ 
cording to those who attended the lec­ 
ture. 
“ First remove the unconscious, or 
apparently dead 
person, from 
the 
smoke, gas or water, as the case may 
be. 
Lay the patient 
flat on 
the 
ground or floor, face downward, with 
one arm extended over the head, and 
the other arm form ing a pillow for 
the face. 
Turn th:* face to the side, 
so as to leave the mouth and nose 
fret*. 
Remove any foreign substance 
from the mouth or 
throat, 
such as 
tobacco or false teeth. 
“Kneel on the ground, straddling the 
patient, with knees 
below the hip 
bones. Place the palms of your hands 
on the small of the back, with fingers 
extending down along the ribs. 
“Now swing slowly forward, so as 
to bring your weight gradually, not 
suddenly, upon the patient, 
taking 
two or three seconds for the motion. 
“Swing backward, timing the m o­ 
tion to about three seconds, and then 
rest for about two seconds. 
“Repeat these motions, swinging de­ 
liberately forward and backward un­ 
til natural respiration is started. 
It 
is important that this method of arti­ 
ficial respiration be started with the 
least possible delay. 
And most im­ 
portant, do not give up. 
Continue 
your efforts in spite of every indica­ 
tion that the patient is dead. 
“Continue 
artificial 
respiration 
without 
interruption 
until 
natural 


breathing is restored, if necessary for 
as much as four hours, or until a phy­ 
sician deciares that rigor m ortis has 
set in. 
“As soon as natural breathing is 
started, loosen any tight 
clothing 
about the throat, chest, or waist, and 
keep the patient warm by covering 
well with 
blankets. 
If 
natural 
breathing stops after restoration, use 
the methods of artificial respiration 
again until the patient is normal.”

Captain Kieb also dem onstrated to 
the firemen a number of w*avs of car­ 
rying unconscious or injured persons 
with ease, showing how* persons m ight 
be carried from a burning building by 
the rescuing fireman, leaving him one 
j hand free in case it should be neces­ 
sary to descend a ladder. 
All fire­ 
men present at the meeting declared 
the dem onstrations given by the Red 
I Cross worker were invaluable in their 
work heref and a unanimous rising 
vote of th a n k s wras tendered Captain 
Kieb for his instruction. 
During the regular session which 
followed, jthe resignation Jof C. K. 
Kitzmiller, as secretary 
of the Fire 
Company was read and accepted with 
regret.

Monday, according to word just re­ 
ceived here this morning. 
McClintock had been planning his 
escape for more than three weeks, 
according to a confession he made to 
officials of the jail. 
Some time ago, 
he said, he found tw*o small saws in 
an opening at the 
top of his cell. 
With these saws, he began cutting 
at the bars of his ceil. 
Each night 
he would cut a little, and then cover 
the cuts with chewing gum in order, 
that they would not be seen in day-, 
light. 
On Monday night, he said, the job 
was completed. 
After all lights at 
the jail w*ere extinguished, McClintock 
climbed through the bars of his cell 
into the jail yard. 
In attem ptiflg to 
climb the wall surrounding the jail, 
he slipped, spraining his ankle. 
Unable to make good on his a t­ 
tem pt at flight because of 
his 
in­ 
juries, McClintock then crawled hack 
to the porch of the jail, and lay there 
until morning, when he was discov­ 
ered by the sheriff. 
Authorities state they are inclined 
to believe the prisoner's statem ent 
that he found he saws in 
his 
cell. 
They think they were placed there by 
spme previous occupant of the cell. 
McClintock has had no visitors except 
his wife ami brother-in-law8, since his 
Incarceration, and Chambersburg po­ 
lice express doubt that either of these 
persons assisted him in plans to es- ( 
cape.

pointed place. 
Chief Steward Arrested 
The a g e n ts had bargained with the 
seamen since Monday, when the ves­ 
sel arrived. 
Mr. Hayward, informed 
that an agreement had been made, 
led the agents to the rendezvous and, i 
at a given signal, seized the sailors 
as they were delivering the alleged 
contraband. 
^The chief steward and one other 
officer were among the eight arrested, i 
The Urduna is one of the largest 
vessels of the Royal Mail Company,, 
which is said to be one of the oldest 
companies iu the world.

SEPTIC TANK S 
' 
By R. E. Underwood 
Septic Tanks for the farm will be 
one of the many projects added to 
the Agricultural Extension Associa­ 
tion work for the com ing year. Every 
day sees more farm ers using running 
water in their homes, frequently with 
complete bathroom equipment. 
Some 
method of disposing of the resulting 
combination of water, human w aste 
and kitchen 
w ashings, 
here 
called 
“sew age”, must be adopted. Gener­ 
ally the most 
satisfactory 
disposal 
system for the individual farm er is a 
single chamber septic tank connected 
to lines of 
purifying 
tile. 
When 
properly constructed such a system is 
fly proof and will not be a source of 
danger to health. 
This is more than 
can be said of a 
number 
of 
other 
methods of disposal. 
In the follow ­ 
ing discussion it should be remember- 
; cd that sew age differs greatly in its 


I make-up in different situations, due 
I to 
variation 
in 
the 
quality 
and 
quantity of water, food, soap, etc., 
J can be described 
as

A lfalfa: A lfalfa can"Be grown suc- 
j cessfully on many 
farm s 
in 
this 
county while on some others it can 
! not be grown. 
There is no use trying 
to grow A lfalfa on spouty w et land 
or land on which water stands for 
any long period. The lime require­ 
ments of A lfalfa are much higher 
than for clover. 
Some of the soils 
tested in this county show' that from 
one to three tons of 
lime per acre 
would be required to 
sweeten 
the 
soil 
sufficiently 
for 
A lfalfa. 
It 


j would be inadvisable to sow A lfalfa 
J this season on very sour land even 
I though the necessary lime was sup- 
i plied. 
This office is equipped with an out­ 
fit for testing the lime requirements 
of soils and we would urge fanners 
to take advantage of this service. 
Four requirements 
for 
successful 
A lfalfa growing are: (I ) Good drain­ 
age, because A lfalfa will not grow 
with wet feet. 
(2) A sw eet soil, re­ 
quiring more lim e than 
any 
other 
crop. 
(3 ) Inoculation, which may be 
applied several different w ays: first,! 
from old alfalfa or sw eet clover fields, 
m oistening seed and dusting some of 
the soil from these fields over seed 
stirring thoroughly and drying be­ 
fore seeding; second, commercial cul­ 
ture sufficient to inoculate a bushel of 
seed may be obtained free from the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, or 
from O. M. Scott Seed Co., M arysville, 
Ohio, for

inoculation. 
Sweet Clover and A lfalfa require the 
gam e, inoculation.

some with nurse crop if planting la 
done in spring.

Red Clover: Although clover does 
not require as much lime as A lfalfa 
the soil should be tested for acidity 
and the required amount of lime ap­ 
plied. There is no doubt but that the 
many failures in the clover crop is 
due to lack of lime in the; soil.
